Judge Tracy of the City Hall Police Court, who startled his 


hearers Tuesday by declaring from the bench that witnesses in 


cases against men who run policy games evaded appearance in 
of their lives, told a Post-Dispatch 
Wednesday that to the best of his knowledge and belief there is

ticians of both parties and conducted on a business basis, and 
their promoters.

“The men who appear in the police 
eourts charged with conducting policy 
games are simply the dupes of the or- 
ganization of men that control the 
games,’ said Judge Tracy. “I under- 
stand that there are about six of these 
organizations in St. Lo\is, composed of 
from 20 to 23 men each. Some of the 
promoters make a clear profit of $50 Lo 
$100 a day. 

“The policy game as it is conducted 
in St. Louis is a clear steal. Highway 
robbery is a gentlemanly pastime com- 
pared to the manner in which pour. 
fgnorant persons are robbed of thei 
money by the policy sellers. 

“Drawings to determine the winners 
in a policy game are supposed to. ps 
made from a wheel. I do not think 
4s a wheel id St. Louis. ‘The 
wito pdy theiramoneytor tickets, 
expecting to get b returns, are simply 
giving it to the promoters of the games. 
Tickets cost from 5 to 5) cents each, 
according to the amount that the pur- 
chaser stands to win. ‘The policy seller 
tells the purchaser that he may win as 
much as $40. As a matter of fact win- 
nings are so few and far between as to 
be searcely noticeable. 

Winners Are Selected. 

“very now and then, of course, 
man must be allowed to win something. 
Otherwise the game could not exist. 1 
am of the opinion that the policy seller, 
in the privacy of his room, carefully 
selects as winners the persons who are 
likely to give the game the most adver- 
tising. If some gossiping washwoman 
who is well known in her neighborhood 
is allowed to take away $19, she tells 
the fact te everybody she meets and the 
game profits. 

‘The Louisiana Lottery, though a 
stupendous gamble, was honestly con- 
ducted. The drawings were made in the 
open and compared with the policy 
game of St. Louis, it was an honorable 
and.upright enterprise. 


Witnesses Are Scared. 


“It Is almost impossible to get infor- 
mation against the men behind the 
games. Without exception, in my ex- 
perience on the bench, the dupes who 
run the games have proved faithful to 
their masters. Witnesses are afraid to 
come into court and testify. The city 
is at an immense disadvantage in prose- 
cuting these cases, having only the testi- 
mony of- the police offices who make 
the arrests. ' 

“Police officers tell me that in nine 
cases out of ten persons who might give

evidence against policy sellers give fic- 


titious addresses and cannot be found 
to be served with a subpena. They stand 
in terror of the power that runs the 
game. 

“‘T wouldn't dare go into court,’ {s 
the plea of policy game. victims when 
they are asked to appear as witnesses 

“Gambling tn any form ts evil, but the 


policy game as it is today is one of the | cer 


great evils in St. Louis. A service 
would be rendered to humanity if the 
conditions under which the game exists 
Were exposed. IT cannot speak too 
strongly of this subject, The poor of 
St. Louls, ignorant blacks, washwomen, 
the wives of mechanics, are robbed an- 
nually of hundreds of ddllars by this 
nefarious game. 

“The use of a wheel in a game would 
constitute @ penitentiary offense. But 
no wheel has ever beén discovered in 
connection with a game. 
the causes are brought into 
Ceurt. 

“There is an average of four cares 
a week in the City Hall Police Court, 
making a total for the year or some- 
thing over 200, In all these I do not 
recall over a dozen in which there were 
Witnesses other than the police officers. 
The officers had the names of persons 
who might give evidence, but the ad- 
dresses were fictitious.” 

In Police Court the keepers of gam -s 
are always fined $0 and costs. The 
eases are Invariably appealed. In the 
higher court the defendants plead eullty 
and are fined $15 and costs. a total of 
about *.

This settlement 
between employer and employee is sel- 
dom made except on the street. 

“{ have tried time and time again to 
get witnesses to come into court and 
have failed. When we find them in a 
raid on a game they don't want to talk. 
They are afraid of what the policy sell- 
er might do in revenge. The witness 
may promise to appear at the trial, but 
he never shows up. 

Judge Tracy declared in court Tuesday 
that fear of physical violence kept wit- 
nesses from appearing to tell about pol- 
icy games and in this he was corrob-

Indians Resist Cavalry’s Effort 
to Rescue Captive and Battle 
Follows—Cheyennes Were on 
From Reservation in Defiance 
of Uncle Sam. 





OMAHA, Neb., Oct. 3l.—According to 
a telegram received here at noon from 
Ashland, Mont., a small body of troops 
Gul reconoitering suddenly came upon 
Creyenne Reservation, who opened fire 
upon them, killing one private anc 
wounding -several others. 

The cavairymen returned the fire, kill- 
ing thre Indians and wounding a num- 
ber of.others. The Indians then fled, 
carrying two of their dead with them. 

The encounter is said to have taken 
place on the Powder River, along wich 
the Cheyennes were traveling to form a 
junction with the marauding band of 
Utes from the Utah Reservation, now 
heading toward Montana, in defiance of 
the United States troops. 

Absolute verification of the renort of 
the fight cannot be obtained at thie 
time, but there is every reason to believe 
that the first biood has already been 
sled. 

The Cheyennes who fired on the troop- 
ers were a part of the main band that 
is trying to join the Utes. 

The cavalrymen crept upon the camp 
of the Indians, and discovered. One of 
the troopers was surrounded by the 
Indians. and was taken prisoner. His 
vOmpanion escaped, rode bark to his 
command and notified his sunerior of- 
ficers. Cavalrymen were at once start- 
ed on the trail of the Chevennes, and 
when they came up with them attemnpt- 
ed to release the trooper prisoner by 
force. 

The Indians resister and the fighting 
began. After firing a few rounds the 
Cheyennes made a dash and escaped, 
put not until three of their number had 
been killed and others wounded. ‘The 
news of the fight was brought i nfrom 
Reddick’s ranch, on the Powder River. 


CHEYENNES TO HELP: 
SHEEP HERDER SLAIN. 


By Associated Presa. 

SHERIDAN, Wryo., Oct. 31.—Danger 
from 800 Cheyenne Indians joining the 
Utes has become a reality. Today six 
companies will leave Sheridan and pro- 
ceed up Tongue River to Ashland to 
join forces with the troops from Fort 
Keogh that are expected to arrive there 
tonight. 

The Utes have crossed the Wyoming 
line, and are apparently making for 
Asiiland, appointed as the meeting 
place with the Cheyennes., 

They are going down Hanging Wom- 
en Creek and will reach its mouth on 
Tongue River near Birney probably to- 
night. The troops under Col. Augur 
left Sheridan today, but will not be able 
‘to reach Birney before tomorrow night. 
| Unless the Utes are headed off by 
itroops coming overland from Fort 
i|\Keogh they may join the Cheyennes 
‘Friday night. Fort Keogh troops are 
expected at Ashland tonight. Two ad- 
ditional companies of Fort Mackenzie 
Infantry will be started from here to- 
morrow. An effort is being made to 
mount them. Ranchmen living near 
Ashland arriving here today say the re- 
port that all the Cheyenne warriors are 
at work on the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul Railroad construction is a mis- 
take. Ranchmen say the tribe will mus- 
ter 800 armed and mounted warriors. 

The troops from here cannot hope to 
make Ashland, 89 miles north, before 
Thursday evening. 

The troops from Fort Meade. under 
command of Col. Rogers, coming over- 
land, are expected to reinforce the troops 
now watching the Indians, but no at-

Houses Adjoining Con- 
flagration. 


Fire broke out at 1 a, m., Wednesday, 
in a baking powder factory at 211 South 
Third street, owned by Emil Metzenaur. 
Adolph Welker, an aged Civil War vet- 
eran, whose home is at 207 South Third 
street, discovered it and gave the alarm, 

ess was first to break into the room- 
ing house at 213 South Third street, 
which is conducted by Mrs, Mary Ortale. 
There were about 20 lodgers in the place. 

George Hess of 2022 North Broadway, 
a railroad switchman, was passing, and 
helped Welker arouse the occupants of 
that house and of another on the south 
side of the burning building. Raphaei 
Reale, the firemen and policemen aided 
in the work. Great confusion prevaileu. 

August Kupsch, a baker, lives across 
Third street from the factory, aroused 
his wife, who is 62 years. old, 
and his son, Arthur. After they had 
reached the street in safety, Mrs. 
Kupsch remembered valuables she had 
left in her room, and it was necessary 
to restrain her by force from re-enter- 
ing the house. 

Among the families taken from. the 
lodging house at 213 South Third street 
were those of George Apostolo, Victor 
Posech and Frederick Debrecht. ‘The 
men, without waiting to see the fire, 
went into a saloon at Third and Elm 
streets and fell asleep on the floor. 

When the alarm was first given, many 
of the occupants of this house were so 
frightened as to be for a time uncon- 
trollable. They dropped on their Knees 
before shrines in the hallways, and fell 
to praying.: It was necessary for the 
policemen and firemen to take some of 
them forcibly out of the building. 

Chief Swingley made his way to the 
third floor of the building at the south- 
west corner of these streets, which was 
formerly known as ‘“‘The Bucket of 
Blood,”’ and found several men asleep. 
He played hose on the burning factory 
from holes he ordered cut in the walls. 

The factory was a three-story brick 
structure. It was filled with inflam- 
mable materials, and the fire raged 
fiercely. The biaze was not under con- 
trol for more than an hour. Its origin 
is unknown. The loss was estimated 
at $20,000, covered by insurance.

Paroles Were Not Pardons and 
Were Intended to Be 
Reformatory. 


Judge Hiram Moore, canidate on the 
Democratic ticket for re-election to the 
office of Judge of the Court of Criminal 


Correction, today explained to a Post- 
Dispatch representative his statement 
| on the stump that he had, during his 
uray aS Judge, paroled 2x4) prisuners 
| and concerning which yesterday's paper 
editorially asked of whom did the Judge 
expect to gain support by the statement. 
Said the Judge:

“By that statement I expected to in- | 


fluence only rmght-thinking pevple who 


have the betterment of the community | 


at heart. The statement was not made 
in a partisan appeal, but in a calm 
discussion of the organization and pur- 
poses of the Court of Criminal Correc- 
lion as set and defined by the leg- 
islative act creating it and as I under- 
stood it. 

“In the discussion I said that I re- 
frarded the court more as a corrective 
than a punitive tribunal—a court for the 
correction and reclamation of 
brought before it, especially of those 
apprehended for their first offense, than 
(for the purpose of assessing a severe 
punishment of fine and imprisonment 
aguinst them as°an object lesson to the 
community. 

Mercy to First Offenders. 

“Acting in this belief I exercised my 
discretion in this direction for the ‘pro- 
tection of the community and the good 
of the offender as I. saw it. And out of 
approximately 17,000 cases which I had 
tried, I stated in about 2500 I had issued 
paroles. These were not paroles from 
the Workhouse—not ‘wholesale releases’ 
from that institution, but paroles made 
immediately upon conviction in my court 
to save the person convicted of a first 
offense from the influence which asso- 
ciation with hardened criminals con- 
fined in the Workhouse necessarily has 
on the man or woman, youth or girl, 
sent there for the first time. And more 
than that—to give them a chance to re- 
form and become good and useful citf- 
zens by pointing out the error of their 
ways and then tempering judgment with 
c lemency. 

“These paroles were in cases of first 
offenders nearly altogether and most of 
the others—I may say almost all—were 
cases of wife abando: ment, where prom- 
ise was made to support the family and 
the culprit was parocled on that account. 

“Of the cases under my parole I re- 
quire regular reports to the court and 
in only 46 er 47 cases have I found it 
ecessary to revoke the parole. 

‘This was what I said about paroling 

00 persons convicted in my term and 
I believe I did right. As to the paroling 
of old offenders or persons committing 
the eraver offenses cognizable by my 
court, I am opposed to it as much as 
the Post-Dispatch.’
